It is most fitting too that one day's
exercises of the cenlennial shall be
held at Clemson college, October 14,
for there is a striking relationship ex-
isting between tie two institutions.
John C. Calhoun, for several ycurs
the president of the Pendleton Farm-

ers’ socioty. .owned the property on
which Cl“m:m now stands, and his
home is sl rtinding {in good condi-
tion, Thos. G. Clemson, son-in-law
of Mr. Calhoun and also president nf
the soclety, willed the Calioun es-
tate, which he had acquired, to the
statle for the purpose of founding en
agricultural college. 8. F. Blmpson,
friend of Clemson and father of Cal.
‘Il. W. Simpson, choailrman of the
‘board of trustees of the college from
its foundatlon until o few years agze.
was likewise president of the farmers’
soclety; as was also Col. R, W.
Simpson, Dr. P. H. E. Sloan, treas-
urer of the college from the organi-
zation of the Institution till his death
this year, was treasurer of the farm-
ers' soclety from 1876 to 7886. Col.
D. K. Norris, a life trustee, was both
vice president and president of the so-
ciety for several years. No doubt
discussions at the meetings laid the
foundation for the demand for an
agricultural college. A committee of
seven was appointed in November.
1888, “to investigate the feasibility of
founding an agricultural college; and
Major Benjamin Sloan was a member
of that committes. He is the only
survivor, and i:e expects to be at the
centennial,

served the soclety,.
